13.  VifEER  SUPPLY 

(a)  The  total  quantity  of  water  punqjed  during  the  year  1938 
was  63,645.300  which  was  6^031,400  gallons  less  than  in  1957. 

This  reduction  in  the  total  consuiaption  is  no  doubt  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Sherbrook  Reservoir  has  been  re-lined  and  the  loss 
therefrom  has,  therefore,  been  overcome „ 

(b)  llLl  domestic  properties  are  connected  to  the  m.ain  water 
supply. 

During  the  year,  3 new  properties  v/ere  connected  and  2 
other  properties  divided  into  four  making  a total  of  7 water 
connections. 

(c)  Sanples  of  raw  and  chlorinated  water  are  submitted  every 
week  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  results  are  highly 
satisfactory.

The  Council  at  present  ovrn  a total  of  238  dwellings. 

These  are  maintained  by  direct  labour.  During  the  year  a 
total  of  392  defects  were  dealt  with.

This  voluntary  home  v/as  opened  to  residents  in  November 
1956;  following  shout  18  months  of  intense  activity  by  a Committee 
representing  almost  every  organized  body  in  the  district.  The  capital 
cost  of  the  project,  estimated  originstlly  at  £9,000  was  raised  later 
to  £14,000,  to  include  major  aLterataons  to  the  house  chosen,  installation 
of  central  heating  and  provision  of  working  capital.  Of  tiiis  sum,  almost 
£10,000  has  been  raised  by  donations,  both  private  and  collective,  and 
by  the  allocation  of  generous  sums  frorn  two  local  trusts,  now  wound  up. 

The  balance  was  obtained  by  mortgage  from  the  Devon  County  Council. 

The  home  is  nov;  nianaged  by  the  Budleigh  Salterton  and 
Dis  trict  Housing  Society  Ltd.  , and  has  already  shoym  itself  to  fill  a 
great  need.  It  has  its  full  capacity  of  15  residents,  11  in  single  and 
4 in  double  rooms,  llany  have  brought  their  own  furniture  and  personal 
belongings,  and  those  y/ith  particular  disabilities  have  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor.  Lith  the  generous  assistance  of  a highly  qualified 
architect,  all  fittings  have  been  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  old, 
e.g.  special  baths,  handrails,  lighting  and  v/ireless  points,  toilet 
and  la'undry  facilities.  The  house  itself  stands  on  a level  position 
overlooking  the  Green,  and  easily  accessible  to  bus  and  train  services, 
shops  and  all  amenities,  so  tliat  the  atmosphere  of  the  home  is  not  one 
of  isolation  from,  the  life  of  the  commuilty.  Tv/o  resident  staff  are 
employed,  and  the  v/hole  aim  of  the  M.anagement  Committee  has  been  to 
provide  a kindly  and  comfortable  "Home"  in  the  true  sense  of  the  y/ord. 

To  ens’ore  the  care  of  all  alike  who  need  it,  the  County  Council  is 
assisting  a number  of  residents  to  meet  the  v/eekly  cost,  yyhich  has  been 
provisionally  estimated  for  the  first  ye.ar  at  £5»  5»  Od. 

Sven  in  the  short  time  under  consideration,  the 
omprover'ent  to  health  and  morale  of  miany  of  the  residents  has  been 
strimir.g  and  the  generous  efforts  of  all  concerned  in  this  project 
nave  been  justified  many  times  over.  The  problem  of  an  aging  population 
is  one  that  affects  Budleigh  Salterton  with  particular  force.  May  this 
oe  only  a beginning  in  the  solution  of  it.
